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1) Please see the enclosed Notice of Non-Compliant amendment. 

2) Regarding the specification amendments of July 17, 2009 (Box 1), it is noted that changes to the title of the invention are 
encompassed by 37 CFR 1.121(b)(1). Accordingly, changes to the title must be properly illustrated by markings (see also MPEP 
714). (It is also noted that applicant's amendments referencing page 18, line 24 have been interpreted as a request to delete a 
paragraph and add several new paragraphs, such that these amendments are compliant with 37 CFR 1.121(b)). 

3) Regarding the claim amendments of July 17, 2009 (Box 4), the amendments do not comply with 37 CFR 1.121(c)(2) because text 
has been added to claim 7, step (c), without the change being illustrated by markings. Particularly, a mark (either a period or comma) 
appears at the end of the second line of step (c); this punctuation is newly added to the claim, but is not underlined. (It is further noted 

that it is not clear whether the added material is a comma or a period, as the quality of the amendment text is poor in this area). 
Accordingly, a coiTected claim set that properly (and clearly) illustrates all changes relative to the immediate prior version of the 
claims (i.e., the claim set of October 25, 2005) is required.
